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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 - 37 in the reply filed on 7/29/05 
is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or nnore claims particularly pointing out and distinctly ' 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 18 and 29 recite the identical limitations. Both are dependent on claim 1. 

Ailowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17, 19-28, and 30 - 37 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach the recited method including attaching a mounting 
substrate to the GaN on the side opposite to the sacrificial substrate of Lithium 
Aluminate. 

Maruska et al., U.S. Patent NO. 6,648,966 discloses a method for making a free 
standing single crystal gallium nitride (GaN) wafer, including fomning a single crystal 
LiAI02 substrate. As explained in column 5, a LiAI02 substrate 20, shown in Figure 1 , is 
provided. A layer 24 of GaN is grown on substrate 20. As shown in Figure 5, the 
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substrate 20 is then removed. Figure 9 shows an aluminum layer 81 attached to the 
GaN. An electrode bonding pad 92 is provided on the supper surface of the device. 

Maruska et al. does not disclose that a mounting substrate is attached adjacent 
to at least one semiconductor layer opposite the sacrificial grows substrate.
